Needed for Ozone Research Project 


PULLMAN, Wash (AP) 
Washington 
State University scientists are trying to find 
some old air. 
They've been sniffing through museums, 
junkyards and even 
mothballed 
navai 
vessels looking for “antique a ir” to test 
theories on how the earth’s protective ozone 
layer has been affected by fluorocarbons, 
such as gases used as propellants in aerosol 
cans. 
Dr. R A Rasmussen, head of air resources 
research at Washington State, said antique 
air is likely to be found in corked bottled 
ships, antique hour glasses, insulation lines 
of old water storage tanks, compressed air 
cylinders and vintage sealed tin cans. 
The purpose of the investigation is to 
collect samples of air sealed in containers 
before 1930 when fluorocarbons began to be 
used, Rasmussen said 
These will be compared with air bottled- 


up in the 1940s and 5<)s to determine 
distribution and accumulation of fluor- 
ocarbons in the atmosphere, he said 
Thorough chemical analysis of the old air 
will determine if there are any natural 
sources of fluorocarbons such as volcanoes. 
Rasmussen said 


We must be certain about the presence 
or absence of the chemical in old air belore 
scientists can accurately describe what is 
happening in the atmosphere,” he ex­ 
plained 


Some scientists have said the aerosol

gases are drifting

levels, 
w here 
ultraviolet rays turn them into chlorine 
The chlorine destroys the ozone layer, the 
scientists say.

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Purification of Politics Just a Dream 


The Reagan Candidacy 


The presence of Ronald Reagan as an an­ 
nounced. aggressive candidate for the 197« 
presidential nomination is bound to have a sharp 
impact on the l ?.S. political picture between now 
and the national conventions next summer. 
What shape his influence will take won't be 
known finally until the Republicans make their 
choice for the presidential nomination at their 
convention. 


In the meantime, however, it is possible to 
speculate on how his candidacy will affect 
President Ford and the country. 
It is a highly unusual situation to have an in­ 
cumbent president faced with the necessity of 
having to contend with a strong opponent for the 
nomination. Other incumbent presidents have 
had token opposition in primaries and at the 
conventions hut in most cases the adversary was 
seeking a forum to present a particular point of 
view and that’s all. 
The Reagan Ford confrontation has become a 
reality primarily because Ford is the first ap­ 
pointed president in U.S. history and does not 
have the built-in following that his predecessors 
enjoyed. 
The polls reflect that situation. Ford has not 
been an overwhelming choice of those whose 
opinions were sought at any juncture and last 
week’s Gallup Poll showed Reagan ahead of him 
for the first time. That report should be 
something of a warning signal to the Ford camp 
but. at this stage of the game, it should not be a 
cause for panic. 
Preferences fluctuate in opinion polls and 
Reagan's long-awaited announcement that he 
would seek the presidential nomination was 
bound to he felt in surveys. 


THE NEWS COl’LD continue to be bad for 
Ford adherents in that regard before it becomes 
good — if it does. It’s entirely possible that 
Reagan will win one or more primaries, 
depending upon how heavy the conservative 
Republican voting may be. 
However, an incumbent president has an 
inherent advantage over any contender for a 
•variety of reasons — including constant op­ 
portunities for public exposure. Consequently, 
from this early vantage point we would an­ 
ticipate that Ford would be No. 1 in the hearts of 
Republicans before the GOP convention con­ 
venes next year. 
Either way, however, the President now faces 
an all-out battle that could be a minus factor in 
the conduct of his office for the rem ainder of his 
term if he should allow political considerations to 
override what normally would be objective 
judgments. 
Ronald Reagan will be anything but a token 
■ opponent. The former actor and successful 
California governor is attractive, personable, 
highly 
a rticu late. 
and 
surprisingly 
knowledgeable for someone who launched his 
political career so relatively late in life. 
He also projects an image of dyed-in-the-wool 
conservatism and that makes him the hero of the 
right wing of his party. 
In the later stages of his career as governor of 
California, the legislature was controlled by 
Democrats and when pressed, he bent his con­ 
servatism as needed in an effort to get needed 
programs enacted into law. 
Nevertheless, his national image is as a 
loading spokesman for conservatives and it is 
* likely to remain that way. 
There is danger in that approach — certainly 
for the Republican party and conceivably for thé 
whole country. 
Reagan’s conservatism is mighty attractive to 


millions of Republicans, especially older ones 
who harken back to the halcyon days of the GOP 
before the Great Depression of the 1930s. 
His popularity with that group could continue 
to grow steadily as the campaign progresses 
with the result that the Republican party could 
embark on an elitist conservative crusade that 
could accomplish little except to hasten the 
party's domic*' 


An old line, hard-rock Republican con­ 
servative has little il any chance to be elected 
president of this country any more. That may be 
GOP heresy but that’s the way it is. Barry 
Goldwater, an extremely capable man, proved 
that conclusively in 1964 when he was smothered 
by an avalanche of votes for Lvndon B. Johnson. 


TO HAVE A reasonable chance for election a 
Republican must project an appeal to the broad 
spectrum of the electorate — Democrats and 
1 independents as well as Republicans. If he is to 
be given any tag at all it must be “ moderate.” 
There are undeniable signs that citizens of all 
political faiths are. at long last, awakening to the 
dangers of profligate government spending. In 
that context it’s quite possible to make a case for 
the thinking of the country moving in a con­ 
servative direction 
How ever, it would be a sad mistake for anyone 
to translate that trend into a feeling that a 
strictly conservative Republican presidential 
candidate now would have a good chance of 
election. It just isn’t so. 
Along w ith the asset of the incumbency Gerald 
Ford offers by far the best chance among 
Republicans to present the middle-of-the-road 
image that might retain the White House for his 
party. 
It’s true that President Ford has brought some 
of his problems on himself. Lacking 
the 
charisma of an Eisenhower or a Kennedy he 
must rise or fall on his record in office and to 
date he has shown a tendency to vacillate in d 
way that makes it difficult to define his policies 
and objectives. 
Granted, he lias one of the world’s most dif­ 
ficult jobs and is operating under the severe 
handicap of confronting a Congress dominated 
by a militant Democratic majority eager to cut 
him down at every turn. 
IT WOULD require pure genius to emerge 
from that kind of a war surrounded by an aura of 
strong leadership and it’s conceivable there is no 
one in the country who could do any better than 
Ford. 
Still, he must somehow engender a widespread 
opinion among Republicans and, ultimately, 
among all citizens that he is, without question, 
the best man for the assignment if he is to be 
nominated and elected. 
There is one other element of peril in Reagan's 
candidacy. If convention time rolls around and it 
has become apparent that to get the nomination 
Ford must engage in a dog-eat-dog convention 
fight, there’s always the chance he might with­ 
draw. 
In modern history, at least, no incumbent 
president has been forced into that type of a 
situation. He normally is rewarded for his past 
service with the virtually unanimous acclaim of 
his party. 
Gerald Ford is a proud man and rather than 
becoming involved in an all-out battle at this 
stage of his political life he might choose to retire 
— leaving his party in an undeniably untenable 
and unenviable position. 
We don’t envy the Republican national leader­ 
ship in the task that confronts it in the months 
ahead.

Teens Can t Write Well 


American teen-agers are 
losing their ability to communi­ 
ty te through written English, 
claims the latest report from 
the National Assessment of 
Educational Progress. 
In a survey of writing skills 
taken first m 1970 and repeated 
in 1974, NAEP found that in 1974 
students aged 13 and 17 used a 
simpler vocabulary, wrote in a 
sh o rter “ prim er-type” style 
ami had more incoherent para­ 
graphs than their counterparts 
in school four years earlier. 
Only the 9-year-olds showed 
an improvement with the pro­ 
portion of good writers in that 
age group rising in 1974 
THE WRITING assessment, 
which involved Do.ouo students, 
included essay-type questions 
of three age groups — 9 and 13- 
year-olds and 17-year-olds. The 
writing of 17-year-olds nearing 
high school graduation declined 
in quality between the assess­ 
m ents. The 
1974 
students 
showed an increase in awk­ 
wardness and run-on sentences 
and a tendency to write as they 
would speak. 
Writing performance lor 13- 
year-okls also declined. On the 
average the 1974 essavs were 


shorter, less sophisticated in 
expression and m ore aw k­ 
wardly written than the 1970 
essays. There was a alight in­ 
crease in misspellings that re­ 
flected an attem pt to sound 
words out, said the report. 
Only a few 9-year-olds in 
either year wrote fully develop­ 
ed paragraphs. But the 1974 9- 
year-olds attempted more com- 
E 
lex sentences and appeared to 
l moving toward more so­ 
phisticated w riting — with 
mixed success. Trying to do 
more, they made more gram ­ 
ma ticai errors. 
“ In the 1970 assessment, the 
9-year-olds showed little mas­ 
tery of writing skills,” said 
NAEP Dire, tor Roy H. Forbes. 
“It is encouraging to see an im­ 
provement. if only slight, in the 
writing performance of ele­ 
mentary students ” 
ESHAYJ3 BY ALL three age 
levels 
showed 
that 
basic 
writing mechanics (punctua­ 
tion, capitalization, agreement, 
spelling and word usage) 
taught in elementary and junior 
high school were being handled 
adequately by a vast majority 
of students. But there was a 
drastic drou in coherence and a 


trend towaru inure sentence 
fragments which, the report 
said, pointa to a movement 
aw ay from the established 
writing conventions and toward 
some of the techniques used by 
newspapers, television and the 
advertising field 
Females were still writing 
better essays than males at all 
three ages. In the 9-year-old 
group, the writing performance 
of both males and females im­ 
proved. At the 13-year-old level, 
both males and females de­ 
clined in writing abilities with 
males declining further than fe­ 
males in performance. At age 
17, the female decline was 
greater than that of the males, 
but “she” was still writing 
better than “he.” 
THE REPORT quoted Ross 
Winterowd of the University of 
Southern California and chair­ 
man of the National Council of 
Teacners of English Committee 
on Composition as saying that 
“business and personal com­ 
munication depends primarily 
on the telephone. 
With the 
growing preference for verbal 
c o m m u n ic a tio n , 
ro u tin e 
writing moves toward simpler 
lor ma,”

Science Detente

WASHINGTON - (NEA) — 
In the beginning, a modest 
scientific detente with Moscow 
seemed an excellent idea. 
It would include a series of 
cooperative research projects, 
a wide-ranging exchange of 
scientists and a smooth system 
for passing information back 
and forth. All this would be in 
nonmilitary fields, keeping in 
mind that much civilian non­ 
military information is tran­ 
slatable into military use. 
This all seemed wise because 
the Russians apparently were 
doing some remarkable work in 
weather modification and in the 
handling of fog, important in 
airport safety. They had gone 
heavily into controlled nuclear 
fusion, the first step on the road 
to cheap, safe nuclear electric 
power. They had done excellent 
work in some chemical lines. 
There was to be an added 
bonus, which no one mentioned. 
Percentagewise, so far as could 
be determined, the greatest 
push in the protest movement 
against the secretive police- 
state rule in the Soviet Union 
year in and out, had come from 
the R ussian scientific and 
technical community. 
If so 
many Soviet scientists dared 
openly oppose the Kremlin's 
fascism and aggressions, it was 
hoped here that the USSR 
science community as a whole, 


while loyal to the Soviet Union 
could be a healthy leavening 
force in relations, between the 
two nations if exposed to Amer­ 
ican aims and policies through 
g re a te r contact with U.S. 
scientists. 
MOREOVER, so far as could 
be 
determ ined 
from 
preliminary talks, the Soviet 
government seemed genuinely 
eager for a meaningful ex­ 
change. 
Things haven’t worked out as 
expected. 
Recently I was standing next 
to one of America’s 
more 
respected scientists, himself 
deeply involved in exchanges 
with the Soviet Union, and a 
long-standing advocate 
of 
scientific detente. 
It’s been a one-way street, he 
said. We send top men there, 
give information of great value. 
When it’s their turn, the 
R ussians hold back. They 
cooperate strongly in fields 
where they are far behind and 
liave much to learn from us. 
They delay interminably when 
the situation is reversed, when 
we want to get into fields we 
have reason to believe they 
have made important advances 
which might be useful to us. 
The same problem exists in 
American industrial contacts 
with the Russians. Efforts by 
Americans to penetrate the 
Soviet m arket appear to sue-

Holy Land tours led by 
clergymen are big business in 
the travel industry, but concern 
has risen in the church about 
some ministers who help pro­ 
mote the trips and make money 
out of it themselves. 


It “ com m ercializes reli­ 
gions,’’ says the Rev. Dr An- 
sgar Sovik a church historian 
of St. Olaf College, Northfield, 
Minn. He adds that it has be­ 
come “a scandal” that disturbs 
many church leaders. 
Critics don’t object to the 
tours themselves, and in fact 
generally favor them as educa­ 
tional experiences, but do ques­ 
tion ministers using their in­ 
fluence to recruit travelers, and 
profiting from it through rebate 
fees from travel agencies. 


“It's the hard-sell that’s ob­ 
jectionable, urging people to 
go, and turning it into a busi­ 
ness proposition,” Sovik said in 
a telephone interview, “Some 
clergymen have made pots of 
money on it.” 


“ I 
don’t think clergymen 
should cooperate in this sort of 
thing.” 


N evertheless, hundreds of 
clergymen across the country, 
through arrangem ents with 
travel organizations 
line 
group pilgrimages of the faith 
ful, and in many cases, pocket 
fees of $50 to $100 a head. 
However, 
other ministers, 
possibly most who lead tours, 
get their fares and expenses, if 
that, often strictly 
limiting 
themselves to those costó, ana 
thisjtnerally is considered jus-

seeing and instructing the tour 
groups. 
Considering the extra service 
and comparatively low salaries 
of ministers, “ there’s no reason 
why they shouldn’t get their ex­ 
penses out of it,” Sovik said, but 
if making a profit, “it frankly 
appeals to cupidity.” 


Noting that ministers hold an 
influential position of counsel, 
especially with their own con 
gregalions, he said that to use 
this 
advantage to pressure 
people to take a tour — at a 
profit to the minister — “makes 
a business out of it.” 


“Clergymen have no more 
right to do this sort erf thing than 
they have to sell Bibles to their 
members at a profit to them­ 
selves,’’ said Sovik, 61, a 
Lutheran scholar who recently 
raised the issue at an inter­ 
national Lutheran consultation 
on church involvements in the 
Holy Land.

ceed only w here there is a 
m ajor technical input the 
Russians can buy for an ex­ 
ceedingly cheap price in rubles.

NOW 
THERE is nothing 
sinister in this. The USSR is 
simply looking out for itself.

Still, it’s fair 
to characterize him as a private 
citizen, a dark horse candidate 
if there ever was one. 
It is also fair to say his can­ 
didacy is quixotic and doomed.

OUTSIDERS

Eisenhower remem­ 
bered — but rarely. Wendell 
Willkie was the last totally 
apolitical man to run a major 
race for the presidency, a Wall 
Street lawyer w ho until the 1940 
Republican convention was 


about as well known as Stanley 
Arnold. And besides him? Her­ 
bert 
Hoover, 
technically, 
though he served in govern­ 
ment in many capacities before 
his presidency. Other names do 
not easily come to mind. 
And as a matter of fact, 
names, other than the estab­ 
lished politicos, who should run 
now do not come easily to mind. 
Surely there are private men as 
qualified for the presidency as, 
say, Fred Harris, or Gene Mc­ 
Carthy, or. gad. George Wal­ 
lace. But who? The dreadful 
tact is that elections have be­ 
come so packaged that only 
politicians have the visibility, 
the machinery and the opportu­ 
nity to match the profile. This 
virtually excludes everyone 
else but war heroes, and how 
many any more really want a 
general in charge of things? 
So it is that Stanley Arnold 
should be welcomed to the 
arena, even if he is only food for 
the lions. Perhaps he couldn’t 
personally lead us to water on a 
raft, but his name on the ballot 
at least suggests we are not yet 
totally given over to the 
manipulators, to the intellec­ 
tual makeup artists, to the elec­ 
tronic Frankenstein monsters 
who are programmed to agree 
forthrightly with a winning per­ 
centage of the electorate. 
STANLEY ARNOLD? 
He’s 
a 
m iddle-aged, 
som ewhat 
homely fellow who promises 
only that if he's elected he will 
gather about him so many of 
the best minds in America that 
he will likely be the least im­ 
portant man in his administra­ 
tion. That’s validity, by gum, 
the variety of which we will 
hear from those candidates we 
take more seriously. 
What will we hear from the 
others? We will hear that if we 
elect them to office they will 
make things right — and we 
will forget that it has been 
them, in office, who have al­ 
ready failed in that endeavor. 
The purification of politics with 
politicians is an unprofitable 
dream.

When GM talks, everyone lis­ 
tens — the glass makers and the 
producers of tires and plastics 
and fabrics and steel, and the 
consumer too.

1976. When GM acts, hundreds 
of producers of glass and tires 
and plastics are also inclined to 
act. 
The big question: Will the 
consumer act too? 
Murphy’s critics maintain he 
is attempting to live in a world 
gone by when the consimer 
could be motivated by GMs op­ 
timism. No longer is GM in the 
driver’s seat, they say; the con­ 
sumer is. The consumer makes 
his own decisions. 
Murphy contends that the 
consumer’s mind can be read, 
and he offered this analysis in a 
statement of automotive con­ 
ditions issued Dec. II:

Energy Crisis Auto 
Pools Still Thriving

C ar pools formed during the 
energy crisis to conserve gaso­ 
line are still thriving in many 
parts of the country, according 
to officials who say sharing a 
ride has become a money-sav­ 
ing habit for millions of work­ 
ers. 


The 
Fe d e ra l 
H ighw ay 
Administration, which uses the 
slogan “ Double Up. Am erica," 
to encourage 
commuters 
to 
share vehicles, estimated more 
than 20 million persons use car 
pools every day 
Com parisons between car 
pools now and at the height of 
the gasoline shortage in early 
1974 are difficult because many 
of the shared-ride programs 
were started on an informal 
basis and no statistics were 
kept 
There are indications, 
however, that interest in car 
pools continues to grow, a l­ 
though at a slower pace than 
previously 
The federal government has 
provided funds for 125 car pool 
projects since the energy crisis 
struck, with about one-third of 


them set up in the past year. 
The money Iws been used to es­ 
tablish special parking areas, 
reserved highway lanes and 
com puterized 
program s 
to 
match up riders and drivers. 
Car 
pools 
generally 
were 
most successful in areas where 
there are concentrated centers 
of industry and housing; they 
failed to catch on in places 
where 
population 
and 
busi­ 
nesses were widely scattered. 
Officials said money rather 
than fuel conservation has be­ 
come the prime motivation for 
people to use car pools. There 
no longer is any shortage of 
gasoline, but rising costs and 
publicity about the monetary 
savings 
which can run more 
than $l,ooo a year per person 
depending on the size of the 
auto, the length of the trip and 
the number of participants — 
have kept the car pool alive. 
An Associated Press survey 
showed several companies not 
only are encouraging car pools, 
but also are using vans to 
transport employes. 
The Minnesota Mining and 
Manufacturing Co. 
has pur- 


cnaseu 
<r> vans over me past 
three years and has given them 
to employes who. in return for 
the use of the vehicle in their 
private lives, agree to pick up 
other workers. The company 
pays maintenance and insur­ 
ance; the employes pay eight 
cents a mile for off-duty use of 
the vans. 
Connecticut 
started 
a 
car 
pool 
program 
in 
1972. 
and 
Charles J.G udaitis, a planner in 
the 
D epartm ent 
of Tra n s ­ 
portation, said the effort to pro­ 
vide commuter buses and park­ 
ing for car poolers has been 
gaining steadily. 
“ We think we have had better 
success than any other part of 
the country,” he said. Gudaitis 
said the use of special parking 
lots and buses increased 40 to 45 
percent between 1974 and 1975. 
Tri-Mot. which runs the mass 
transit system in the Portland, 
Ore., area has been promoting 
car pooling for two years with 
the aid of a $250,000 federal 
grant. A survey showed 22, 000 
drivers joined car pools in the 
first year.

If you avoid ice fishing be­ 
cause it sounds too complicated 
or expensive you may be 
missing some of winter’s most 
rewarding experiences out­ 
doors 
And if vou shiver at the 
thought of dunking bait through 
a hole in the ice all day be as­ 
sured that cold is a handicap 
that can be overcome rather 
easily these days 
Outfitting 
yourself 
for 
warmth represents one of the 
biggest cost factors in ice fish­ 
ing but chances are that you al­ 
ready are well prepared for the 
season’s icy grip. 
Special clothing is not essen­ 
tial. Whatever you wear while 
knocking around outside in win­ 
ter will suffice, except that you 
probably will need a little more 
of it. 
A snowmobile suit or down 
insulated clothing are ideal but 
not necessary. Keeping your 
feet warm is. When your toes 
start stinging the shakes quick 
ly spread over your whole body. 
Boots with felt liners provide 
excellent insulation 
Other 
choices include rubber in­ 
sulated boots or regular boot- 
wear over as many pairs of 
wool socks as will fit. 
A parka or warm headgear 
that protects the ears is ad­ 
vised A light nylon jacket over 
heavier clothing wards off chill 
winds and does a remarkable 
job of containing body heat. 
Gloves, sunglasses and a 
stack of cardboard or news 
papers to go under the teet also 
come in handy 
Equipment needs are min­ 
imal and costs are low. 
A hand auger for boring holes 
through the ice is among the 
most expensive items at about 
$10 A spud will do the job also 
and it cheaper. Keep in mind 
that ice fishing holes in Ohio 
can he no larger than 12 inches 
in diameter. 
If you plan to tish more than 
one hole, you'll need tie-ups 
’i ou can use up to six at one 
time in Ohio. They cost about $2 
each, although fancier and 
more expensive models are 


available. 
Ice fishing rods need not be 
elaborate, Since no casting is 
involved, the most rudimentary 
reel will give adequate service. 
A rod about two feet in length 
can be fashioned from the tip of 
an old casting or spinning rod 
A new ice fishing roc and reel 
can be purchased for $5 or less. 
That covers the basics, ex­ 
cept for bait and miscellaneous 
tackle. 
There are extras, like some­ 
thing to cart your gear onto the 
ice, for example. You can get 
by with a box lashed to your 
youngster’s sled, or you can 
construct a fancier version of 
the same thing, say, including a 
seat, storage space and niche 
for a 
catalytic 
heater, all 
mounted on runners for easy 
towing 
Eventually you may even 
want to build or buy your own 
shanty for the ultimate on in ice 
fishing 
comfort and 
con­ 
venience

DEAR DOCTOR LAMB - 
Do you have any information 
regarding vitamin D from the 
sun through skin sbsorption 
and the possibility of receiv­ 
ing this vitamin from other 
sources 
The reason for this inquiry 
is that there are certain 
religious organizations that 
require full length dresses and 
sleeves and 1 wonder if this 
could not be detrimental to 
children 
Could this lack of vitamin D 
from the sun be supplemented 
through other sources such as 
cod liver oil. egg yolk and 
milk? 
Especially I would like to 
know if sunshine on the face 
only would provide enough 
vitamin D for a child’s well­ 
being along with the proper 
foods. 
DEAR READER - The ul­ 
tra violet rays of the sun act 
on chemicals in the skin to 
form vitamin D. Studies have 
shown that as little as three 
square inches of skin contain 
enough of the basic chemical 
to provide all the vitamin D a 
normal person needs, if, and 
that is a big if, the chemicals 
are fully activated by the sun 
rays. 
A 
m a jo r 
p a rt of 
the 
difference depends on how 
much of the sun rays get 
through the atmosphere and 
act on the skin. 
In the 
northern clim ates children 
are more prone to rickets 
from lack of sunshine, and 
vitamin D replacements are 
more important. 
The big cities with air pollu­ 
tion are the worst. At the 
beginning of the 20th century 
90 per cent of the children in 
northern European cities had 
rick e ts from vitam in D 
deficiency. 
Normally if the face and 
hands were fully exposed to 
the rays of the sun there 
should be plenty of vitamin D 


formed but if there is not 
enough abundant sunshine in 
the first place, then the more 
skin area available to the 
limited supply of ultra violet 
rays the more likely you will 
be to form enough vitamin D. 
Incidentally excessive ex­ 
posure of the skin to the sun 
and wind ages it, causing 
premature wrinkling and a 
higher rate of skin cancer. A 
more generous exposure of 
large areas to less intense sun 
rays will provide vitamin D 
wi t h o u t 
suc h 
a 
g r e a t 
likelihood of developing skin 
abnormalities. 
As a scientist I find it hard 
to sympathize with hiding 
parts of the body. A normal 
healthy body or any part of it 
isn’t exactly something to be 
ashamed of It is a wondrous 
machine that has no equal. I 
think clothing should be func­ 
tional to keep the body warm, 
comfortable or, yes, even 
enhance its appearance. 
Hiding the body in shame has 
to be contrary to natural man, 
but to each his own 
You don’t need to take cod 
liver oil. You can and should 
get enough vitamin D from a 
well-balanced 
diet that in­ 
cludes milk All commercial 
milk sold in supermarkets is 
enriched with vitamin D. You 
also get v i t a mi n 
D in 
margarines and butter. 
The inexpensive all purpose 
daily vitamin contains all the 
vitamin D you need even if 
there were none in your food
